Serpent./obn.z.hee came in the Arke,andon the Al- 
rar : all theſe were figures of Chriſt. He came tipi- 
cally, as our reſt in Noah, our increaſe in 7oſeph, our 
loucin Dazid, _—_— in Salomon, our faluation 
p__ in oſuah.Alltheſe were forerunners,and 

ellers of Chriſts comming: and when the ful- ,,1_ 
neſle of time was that he out come, aSitisin the 
4,totheGalathians , then came hee vnto his owne, 
and rooke fleſh vpon him , as the ſubſtance of 
the carth,and became man for their ſakes. God be- 
came man, that ſo he mighr make mento bee gods : 
the Creator tooke vpon him the ſhape ofthe crea- 
rures , that ſo they might becomelike to their ma- 
ker. Mortalitie put on immorralicie, that it might {© 
make that immorrall :incorruption put on corrup- 
tion, that ir might ſo make that incorruptible : the 
maſter came vnto his ſeruanes,that they might fo be- 
come his fellowes,yea felow heires with him in the 
_ of his father. In all theſe kinds, and in all 
this kindnes, Ieſus came vrrohisowne,, to maniteſt 
and publiſh his vaſpeakable and vnchangeableloue 

to ie which he vouchſaferhto ms. 

Thus hee came vnto his owne : and thus I 
leaue CHRIST JESY S in lone with his

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owne, and his owne in his loue, which is the ſcope 
ot my firſtpart , and goe to examinethe fault of his 
owne who receiued himnot, which is my ſecond 
part. 
T hey rcceiued him not. 
The courſe of his entertainment, courſe intertain- 


ment ; the kind ofhis receiuing , vnkind receiving; 


the maner of his welcome, vnmanerly welcome;the 
forme of his vſage, deformed viage;if wee bee nor 
like horſe and mule that haue no vynderſtanding , or 
like thoſe people withthe bralen bone, that haueno 
fecling ofthe holy Ghoſt, will reach vs tor euer to 
enter intoa due and dutitull conlideration ofrecei- 
uing ſograciousand worthiea gueſt, as our Lord 
and ſauour leſus Chriſt is , as he commeth vntovs, 
or into vs: for who dothnot bluſh with ſhame?who 
dothnot ſwound with griefe? who dothnot(plir 
with ſorrow? to thinke that man, the /mage of God, 
the purchaſe of lefus Chriſt, an honorable creature, 
inferiour only ro the Angels,crowned with honour 
and glorie,(which ismuch more deare) then the fi- 
neſt gold of 0phrr,that he ſhould be by rhe weaknes 
of the ſpirit {o ignorant , as not to know, or by the 
wickedneſle ofthe flelh ſoingratetull, as notto ac- 
knowledge,or by the corruption of nature {o mali- 
cious as not to welcome the Lord and giuer of all 
good gifts: who can keepe their eyes from teares, 
their heart from ſighes, their bodies from ſackcloth 
and aſhes?rothink, that the Iſraclites which werelo 
fauoured of God, ſo renowmed amongſt men, (0 
fearedot their enemies,ſo furthered by their friends 
ſogenerally graced,thatnothing wanted theycould 
with, 
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wiſh for worldly power, pompe and dignitie ; that 
they ſhould be (o graceletle, asro neglett or notre- 
cciue the founder of their graces ; thar thele people 
which were ſoneareand deare vnto Chriſt leſus, as 
the apple of his owne eyes the ſigner on his right 
hand, the ſoule of his delight, that they ſhould be (o 
careleſie as not to entertainethe Lord of life, in all 
ſolemnitie :itis fora lamentation,and will be for a 
lamentationto the end; it isa caution, and ought to 
befor a caution for cuer, for all ſicceeding ages, 
to looke vnto the entertainment and receiuing of 
Chriſt Jeſus. Read the Euangeliſts, there (hal you ſee 
how our Lord wasaccepted. At his birth, they did 
not ſo much as giue him lodging inan Inne, his beſt 
chamber was bura bale ſiablezhis haule buta houel, 
his cradle but a cratch;and none came forth to wel- 
come him , nor any in to comfort him , bur a few 
re ſheepheards, and thoſe not of their owneac- 
cord, bur by the direction ofan Angel. T hus and no 
otherwiſe didtheyrecciue him, O hard harred If- 
raclites. nd while he was yet in his (wadling clouts 
Herod the tyrant (ent forthanarmie of men, to kill all 
male childrEvnder two yeares of age,that he might 
be ſure to meere with Chriſt for his welcome ; hee 
made ſucha maſlacre of Infants, that Berhlch-m the 
_ where leſus was borne was wade red with 
lood,freſh blood of (ucklings that were flaughte- 
red; Berhlehem was made white with the bodies, 
bare bodies of babes that were murdered:the earth 
was watered with the teares , ſalt teares,that were 
ſhed by the mothers, heaue was filled with the cries 
qutragious cries ofthe fathers, heauen and earth did 
C 2 ſound 
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ſound with the (obs and ſighs, and (kreekes of kinſ- 
- folkes, made for thechildren, and there was none 
came forih to reſcue him, ſauethe Angel that made 
his parents pack him away into Egypt. Thus and no 
otherwiſe did they recee him: O foule hearted Iſ- 


raclirs. The relidue ofhis life as ir increaſed in years, , 


ſo did it encreale in cares ; for as hee grew vp, and 
came amongſt them teaching and preaching, diſpu- 
ting and inſtructing in their Synagoguesand Tem- 
ples,they regarded him not , but anon the Scribes 
and Phariſies infamed him , Is not thisthe Carpen- 
ters ſonne? ſay wee not well that thou art a Samari- 
rane ?and none came torthto comfort him?thus and 
no otherwile did they receive him:O falſe hearted 
Iraclites. T he whole race of his life was buta war- 
fare,a waucring and way -faring eftate,neuer at caſe, 
neuer at peace,neuer at reſt : the foules of the ayre 
haue neſts, &the foxes hauc holes,bur the ſon of man 
hathnot whereto lay his head, bur is ftillroſt from 
placeto place; from poltto pillar ; from Berh/ehemro 
Eoypr,ftrom Egypr to Nazareihfrom Nazarethto Ca- 
pernaum, from Capernaum to leruſalem, from worſe 
toworſt ofall, For there at /ernſalem which was the 
citieofthegreat king , where a man would thinke 
the heyre apparant ofthe kingdome ſhould beeroy- 
ally enterrayned, cuen there the meaſure of his 
woes and their wickedneſle was fully fild,as ye may 
readc in the Goſpel of (aint Mathew: there the diuell 
tempted him, his Diſciples forſooke him , I=das be- 
tayed him, the Souldiers tooke him , bound him 
hand and foore, carried him before the hiehPriefts 
and Elders; falle witnelles accuſed him,, the multi- 
rude 
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rude cries out,Crucific him, Pilare condemnes him, 
the Gouernors [cruants conuey him ro the com-- 
non hall,they ftrip him, put a skarlet robe his. 
ſhoulders,a crowneotthornes vpon his head, areeds 
in his hand and then ſalute him inderiltion: Hazle Jeſus 
kins of the Tewes ; they blinfold him , and rheir vn- 
hallowed rabble buftet him on the cheekes, ſpir in 
his face, ſcourge him on the backe, and in the ende 
naile him on the crofle, and crucific himwhere han-- 
ging,the proud Pharilies, falſe Scribes, h tricall 
E-lders,cruell captaines, mercileſle ſouldiers, ma- 
lcious paſſengers, both great and ſmall (wagging 
their heades) moſt ſcornctully , crie out, Thos ther 
ſaideſt thou cou'deſt deſtroy theT emple,andin rbree dayes 
builait vp againe. ſave thy ſelte and if rhou be the ſoune of 
God come downe from the Croſie : andnone there were 
that comforted him; thus and no otherwile did they 
recciue him; O bloodie minded lſraclires O 
Iirachno people of lrael, but a Nation prepared 
the vengeance to come, O familic of /acob,no fami- 
lie of /acob, but a generation of vipers leftfor the- 
blacke day.. O ſonnes of Abrahamno fonnes of A 
braham,but fruit of Neprbiim,proud workers af ini- 
quitic fit ſubieCts of Gods eternall wrath and: _ 
nation:that ſo vnkindly intreated, and ſo inhumainly 
entertained him,that was ſo kind tothe, asto giue 
them all happineſſe,andliue himſelfe in miſerie :that 
gaue them the earthfor their poſleſsions,and had no 
berter then a manger for his manſion ; that placed all 
reſt, and had himſelte no reſting place. Was there 
euer ſuch ingratitude expreſt? The Sunne did hide 
his face, the Moone gaue nor her light; the flarres 
C3 kept 
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keptnor their courſe, the vniuerſall engine of the 

world wasout of frameat this neglect; the vaile of 
the Templerent intwaine , the graves burſt open, 
and the'dead bodies roſe atthis neglect : all crea- 
rures were moued withthis ingratitude , mans heart 
alone reſented nor, T he Text is plaine,they receiued 
himnot,Theyrecciued him not as man,as he came 
vnto them in the fleſh; they receiued him not as 
God,as he commethintothem inthe ſpirit, It is his 
owne complaint inthe 6.0 John. 1 ſaid vnts you, that 
Jou alſo have ſeene me and beleened me nor. 

His gracious & his graceful preſence could get him 
no graceamoneſt them, his painfull & faithtull prea- 
ching,which was ſopraile-tull;(that neuer mi ipake 
asthis mandid)it could gaine himno creditamongſt 
them, his good lite which was the light of all good- 
neſle,could procure him no good liking: his actions 
that were wonderfull and powerfull 1n all things, 
had no powerto winne him fauour amongſt them ; 
his verie myracles themſelues preuailed not with 
them for him. They ſaw the (icke healed, the lame 
go,the dumbeſpeake, the blind (ee, the deate heare, 
the leapers cleanſed, the dead reviuedby his power, 
and yertthey did not belecue:they ſaw the nets brea- 
king,the boars ſinking,the ſtorms cealing, the ſeas his 
walking place,& yer they did not beleeue : they ſaw 
him caſt forth diuels by legions at once, feeding fiue 
thoufand with two loaues & five fiſhes,turning wa- 
ter into wine,doing many other myracles,& yer they 
did not beleeue. Elias came downe to attend him, 
Moyſes role vp to wait on him, Perer, lames and loby, 


parted not from him,at his transfiguration on mount 
T abor 
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T abor, the place ſhone with brightneſſe,anda voice 
the voyceof God himſelfe was heard from heauen: 
T his 15 my belowed Sonnein whom I am _—_—_— heare 
him.and yet they did not belecue him; the preiudice 
of Moyes, onthe one lide, and their palpable igno- 
race on the other [1de,made them incredulous; they 
were Moyſes(chollers torſooth , and followed him, 
we know that God made a promiſe vnto Moy/es,bur 
what God promiſed vnto him we know nor, and in 
the 4. of /ohn; they came to our Sauiour : Moſes 
gaue vsa law (and (o forth) bur alas (aithfaint Pawle, 
yct the vaile was before their hearts. 2.Cor.;, And 
howlſoeuer they forſooke Chriſt, they forſooke Aoy- 
ſesalwell as him , therefore ſayth our Sauiour, I am 
cometo enlarge the kingdome of my father; it you 
had beleeued Moyſes,ye would have beleeued mee, 
for /oy/cs wrote of me, but ye beleeued hira nor, ye 
beleeued me not : how ofterwould I haue gathered 
you togither, and you would nor ar.2.2. Andrher- 
{ore (aith S. Petr. fAfts, 1 3. Behold ye deſpiſers, and won- 
der for I wil/ do aworke im your dayes which yee will not 
beleeue a'though you fee it , which is the veric ſame 
that here is ſpoken-of ; 
Ho came vito his owne, and bis owne recetned him not. 
Thus much ofmy ſecond part, the ingratirude 
and iniquitie ofthe people,oppolſed againſt the gra- 
tuitie and goodnesoftheir God,that came vncrothem 
as his owne, though they receiued himnor,and gaue 
power to as many as did receiue him to be the ſonns 
of God, euen to thoſe that belecue on hisname, Not- 
withſtanding the hauiour oftheſe creatures,a people 


giuen ouer totheir' wickedneſle , yer doth not the 


ſhepe- 
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ſheepeheard of their ſoules leaue them all to their 
wotulneſle,but as many as do receiue him, to them 
hegiues power tobe the ſonnes of God, inlinuating 
bytheſewordes as mary, that (ome receiue him , al- 
(luring vs by theſe wordes as many, the benefit of out 
{aluation to ſome:the ſumme whereot is conueyd vn- 
to vs in this ſecond verſe, by the certaintie thereof, #s 
many 45 do receyue, by the (oucraigntie, they haue 
power tobe the ſonnes of God, by the maner of our 
obtainment thereof, He gaue rbem power by the means 
weedoe lay holde thereon, euenfaith to thoſe thar 
do belecue, by the obieQtof our faith which is the 
name of leſus, rtorhoſethat do beleeue inhis name. 
The certaintic of our (aluation is declared intheſe 
wordes,ss many, The common adueriarie, becauſe 
they be ſomany,boaſt much,& triumph in the mul- 
titude of their aſſociates, and thinke to put vs downe 
with the faulr of our forefathers: bur as it is inthe vi- 
ſion of $.7ohn : weſce who gloriethinthe greateſt nii- 
ber euen Antichriſt himſelfe, 4poc.1 9,and let him glo- 
Tie inthe rout & rabble othis vnhalowed complices, 
lithence praiſe be giuento him that ſms aboue, and 
{waics below,the harueſt oftrue intetrainers is great, 
andthe line of them that receiue Chriſt is ſtretched 
farre and wide vpon the face of the wholecarth, It 
is not tied to the familie of larob, as the Iewes would 
haue it, nor tothe ſoyle of Aﬀricke, as the Donatiſts 
would haue it, nor tothe ſeaof Rome, as the Papiſts 
would haue it, but God hath choſen for the ſeede of 
Abraham, all which haue the faith of Abraham; and 
for the familie of 4xcob, allrhat wor ſhip the Lord in ſpirit 
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livin +1,12;17.theChnirehof Godis comparet vir- 


102 citie hating 12, gates, 'opening 3, jnto euterie 
quarter ofthe world, and faint Fauic the ſecond to 
the Epheſians, and the 14,ſheweth that nov cheaall 
of partition is broken downe,, ſothar all the world 
tsequally the Church of God, and (ume did faithtully 
receiue Chrift, though his owne receyned himnor:; 
for lo much do theſe wordes as muy reportand im- 
port, Although for the quantitie the Church of God 
be counted imal,y et for the qualitiCir is greaterthen 
the reſt. becauſe Chriſt doth more eftcem onemem- 
ber of his myſticall bodie, then all the namber of in- 
fidels, and wicked reprobates i in the world; though 
Chriſt call his flocke a lire flocke ,yet he ſaytly: Feare 
mot my little flockegt is your Fathers ple aſureto "je You 
4 kin2 dome, \Ve muſtneedes confe ſe the number of 
thefairhfull i is lefle then the number of the wicked, 
wecannor denie bur rhere is more ſtore of weedes 
thencorne inthe Lords harneft, For N#:b'ind his fa- 
mily, being bur eight perfons, all theworld was 
drowned in wickednes :for / or and his rwo lonnes, 
$odomeand Grmorrab withall the cities round abour 
were burnedin finne : for one thankfull Ft marirane, 


there were 450, Prophers of Pall, Rev, 1.18, for one 
Micheas there wil be 400, falle  Prophers to Abb. 
z.22, there will bee but one of acirie and rwo of a 
tribe,whichſhall enter into'F/or, lere. ; 14. infteade 
of the rwolegges, and peece ofthe c eare, whichthe 
ſheepheards (hall ſave from themouth of — boy 
the whole bodie (hall be devoured, Ames. zz 7.but 
afew names will be found in $6r4; whichhaue nor 
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defilad their garments. 4pe.z.4. for wide is the gate, 
and broad is the way that leadeth vnto deſtruction, 
and many there be that enter intoit: but ſtraight is 
the gate, and narrow is the way that leadethto lite 
eteruall and fewy there bee thac find it ; we graung 
more chaffe then graine, more tares then corne in 
the Lords field. We grant Chriſt came vnto his own, * 
and his own recciued him not :yet (dearly beloued) 
the flocke of Chriſt is farre greater then can be per- 
cciued by the eyes of men. For as bn layth, there 
are veric many wolues within,and very many ſheep 
withourt,and hogan we mulſtnot take vpon vs to 
iudge our brethren, nor deſpaire our (clues, bur 
leauetndgement vnto God, and looke for mercic of 
the Lord: for as faint Pawle fayth, The foundation of 
God remayneth ſure, and hath his ſcale : Dominus noait 
quiſant ſui. The Lord knoweth who are his, 
There is noplace,nor any ſort of people ou 
out the world , where the Lord hath not ſome cho- 
ſen. In the wicked court of Pharo there flouriſhed 
godly Joſeph : with that cruell perſecutor of the Pro- 
phers Achab, there was apreleruer of Prophets, and 
a ſeruer of God Obadub ; In the houſe of &immon, 
where the king of Aram ſerued ſtrange gods , the 
captaine of his hoſt Naamar , (erued onely the Lord 
God of [(racl : In the campe of (ouldiers which is 
moſt ſulpeCted, there was Cornelius molt ſincere: In 
the ranke of linners that were moſt dereted;euen a- 
mongſtthe Publicanes were found Mathewand Za- 
chews the faithfull ſeruants of God: amongſt the blin- 
deſt recreants the verie Phariſies, was Necodemss 


that refuſed his companions, and thought nothing 
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to deare to beſtow in the honour of our Sauiour: 
Herod that mortall enemie of leſus Chriſt, had Man- 
hen his companion , and lohan; the wite of Chuzs 
the ſteward in his houſe which feared God : the 
lewes them(clues that vere ſo malicious againſt 
Chrift, had ſome amongſt them that receined him, 
there was Narhaniell in whom there wasno guile; 
there was olde Simeon which looked forthe conſo- 
lation of Iſrael: there was religious Annah, that ſer- 
ued God day and night with faſting and prayer, and 
confeſſed the Zord leſus to all that looked for re- 
demprion inleruſalem. Thus was the ſtate of Chriſts 
Church for cuer certaine, thoughthe ſeate vncer- 
eaine ſometimes where to find her, This is the cer- 
raine ſcale ofour ſaluation, thoughthe ligne vncer- 
taine ſometimes where to finde it, becauſe wee can- 
not iudge with outward ſenſes who recciue, ornot 
receue Chriſt leſus when he commerth; yer is it moſt 
certaine,thar as many as doreceiue him, ro them he 
giuerth power to be the ſonnes of God. Here is the (0- 
ueraigntie of our ſaluation , following the certaintic 
therof,we are made the ſonnes of God by receiving 
the ſonne of God comming vnto vs,and into vs. 

A happieday, anda happie deed, a bleſſed time, 
and a blefſed change for vs , that are by nature the 
ſonnes of _MHdam, the children of wrath,by ſuch a 
gueſt,by ſucha grace ſhould be madethe fonnes of 
God.

I know thy 
works,O :6don,&c,Tothe Angelotthechurch of 
Epheſus, thele things faith he,l hane ſome few things 
againſt thee, thou haſt loft thy firſt lone: remenber 
from whence thou art fallen, repent and dothy firſt 
workes,or elſe I will come againſt thee, and remoue 
thy candleſticke.

ſtore,many ſhops with falle lights,and light waights, 
many cupboords garniihed with plate, many ward- 
robes furniſhed with gorgious apparell, ſhew that 
wereceiuenot Chriſt as we ſhould do; thole by- 
ting Vſurersthat deuonr the needic, and feed ypon 
the fleſh of them that are fallen into their nets, re- 
ceiuve not Chriſt ; thoſe griping oppreſlors thar 
quench their dayly thirſt with the teares of women 
and children, grinding the face of (uch as arefallen

perour,makes mention ofa goodly citie that he pal- 
ied thorow in histraucls called 42»fta, which be- 
fore his comming to it, was reported tohimto be a 
placevery ſtately for building , very rich tor furni- 
tare, very plentitull for prouilion, very populous tor 
inhabitants, but when he came into it, he found no 
people dwelling i it, but lions, tygres, dragons, ca» 
melions, foxes wolues, goates, {Wine , VMicornes, 
Vipers ; which when = Emperour read, hee 
calles vnto Macariss his chaplaine , and requires his 
knowledge and opinion of the place and people: 
which Ma*2rixs aduiledly declares , laying : it was 
true whichthe reuerend father had writen, both of 
the place and people : for the citie in hisknovledge 
wasſuch as it was deſcribed, and the citizens i his 
opinion , ſuchas they were noted: fome crue!l as

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liens,to wit mercileſſe,preindicantbribe-raking ma- 
giſtrates, : ſome greedieasrygres, the ſymonical! illi- 
rerate (oul-ſtaruing miniſters:tome fierceas dragons, 
the vſurious extoritue ſtate-ſpoiling mony-mongers: 
fomechigable as Camelions, the politicall informant 
time-ſeruing ſtare-mongers : ſome deceiueable as 
toxes, the priuic Brokers, ſubordinate Scribes, and 
crimping gamſters:fome rauenous as wolues, rhe 
citie(ergiants,countrie bailifes,court officers: ſome 
laſcinious as goats, the brothell-haunters, brothel- 
hunters, ſappe-luckers and{oakers: ſome filthic as 
wine, thelalie licentious, mordinate taske-maſters: 
ſome proud as Vnicornes, theriling courtier , ſtane 
ding lawyer , falling merchant : ſome inhumane 2s 
Vipers, the vnnaturall children, vngratefull triends, 
vnfaithfull feruants, T hus doetheſe famous writers 
deltuer this infamous citie bythe condition of wilde 
and ſauage beafts, which is an vnnaturalland ſtrange 
thing amongſt men, whereas if they had deſcribed 
x by tameand ſerniceable beaſts, which are familiar 
with men,it might haue paſſed with more caſe, as

-them.1 willnor _ roargue this point, how many 
come by their goods ? no, how any vie theirgoods? 
bur this [ ay with ſaint-/ames, for their goods gotten 
by deceit, they ſhall weepe and howle,forrhe mile-

theſe, let denout Symeon, zelous Nathanel/,religious,

vs,and caſt abour vs all ro entertaine Chriſt leſs, I 

know not what tothinke, nor what to ſay , but euen
